Magnificent Parade of Knights 
Templar in Boston. 


ST. LOUISANS WELL IN LINE. 


The Splendid Exhibition of Numbers 
Frem New England Rivaled by 
Commanderies From the West. 


BOSTON, Mass., Aug. 27.—Seven hundred 
and fifty thousand people saw the parade of 
over, 25,000 Knights Templar to-day, and 
with one accord pronounced it the grandest 
pageant ever witnessed in Boston. The 
clear skies and hot sun of the past two days 
had given way to heavy clouds, but finally 
the sun broke through the clouds and vigor- 
ously endeavored to drive the mists away. 

Although a majority of the Knights spent 
last night until a late hour entertaining 


‘friends or being entertained, they were astir 
early this morning. The parade started at 
10:55 


Trains from every direction . brought 
thousands of uniformed Templars and their 
friends to swell the host. At the depots 
the crowds were of almost suffocati en- 
sity. From every State commanderies be- 
gan to arrive at an early hour and thous- 
ands of spectatots came with them. The 
streets near the depots echoed with the din 
of scores of bands and the tramp of arriv- 
ing Knights and their escorts. The railroad 
men were completely overwhelmed by the 
magnitude of the crowd. 

Everywhere within a radius of twenty 
miles of the State House the day is practi- 
cally a holiday. Most of the factories in 
nearby cities are closed, which helped to 
swell the crowds who watched the proces- 


sion. . 
The police 8 ger ea were well-nigh 
perfect. Shortly before the parade started 
platoons of officers cleared every street 
through which the Knights were to pass 
and roped them off, and until the last di- 
vision passed no traffic of any kind. was 
allowed on the thoroughfares. 

The lines of the parade were formed in the 
divisions in the column of double sections. 
At 9 o’clock the commanderies of the first 
division began to gather on the south side 
of Commonwealth avenue, near Berkely 
street, and at about the same hour the 
other divisions began to take up their posi- 
tions in the avenues of the Back Bay dis- 
trict.

lPROBABLY SCARED AWAY: 


Failure to Pay an Installment on 3 


comynission- 
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Furniture Bill Led to the Dis- 
covery of the Plot. 


— 


Fallure to pay a furniture bill that had 
been contracted with a time-payment house, 
resulted in the discovery yesterday of a 
bold attempt to swindle the Covington, Ky., 
pool rooms by tapping the Western Union 
telegraph wires. 

On July 22 a man who gave his name as 
A. J. Thompson, rented a flat over a bakery 
at 2700 Hickory street. He paid the rent for 
one month in advance and said that he 
would move in right away. On the same 
day, thia man, accompanied by a woman, 
visited the Strauss-Emerich Outfitting Co. 
and purchased some furniture on the in- 
stallment plan. The furniture was sent 


to the flat on Hickory street and a day or 
two later the people moved in. They in- 
stalled themselves so quietly that scarcely 
anyone noticed their presence, not even the 
people in the bakery W. 

For the next day or two there was con- 
siderable hammering around the flat, caused 
by preparations for tappin the wires. On 
the west side of pres 4 -seventh street 
are strung the wires of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company. Over these wires are 
carried the results of the races at the South 
Side track. The wires pass within a few feet 
of the windows of the flat, and connection 
with them can be easily made. There is no 
doubt that the buying of the furniture 
hiring the flat for a month was simply a 
bluff, and that the plan was to tap the 
wires and hold back the results of the races 
until money could be placed on the winners 
in the pool rooms at Covington, Ky. One 
night's successful work would have netted 
the tappers $5,000 to $10,000. 

One night about two weeks ago the operat- 
ors at the South Side track detected some- 
thing wrong with the wires. This was 
noticed in sending the first race, and prompt 
investigation revealed the fact that the 
wires had been tapped. : 

Where the tapping was being done could 
not be learned at the time, but the plans of 
the tappers were frustrated, and they only 
worked their scheme on the first race. De- 
tectives in the employ of the Western 
Union have ever since been trying to locate 
the wire-tappers, but it was not until the 
furniture bill fell due and the furniture 
people went to the flat to collect that the 
real use to which the flat had been put was 
discovered. 

The occupants had disappeared, taking 
away their clothing, but leaving the fur- 
niture. Examination showed that the race 
track wire had been run into the flat from 
the roof, and there still remained a switch 
board and cut-out plug. The Western Un- 
ion was notified of the discovery, and 
the paraphernalia is now at their office. 
Strauss-Emerich took the furniture back 
to their store. 

The woman, who passed as the wife of the 
man who engaged the flat, was no doubt 
a telegrapher, and a member of the gang. 
The man Thompson is described as a small, 
slender man with a smooth face, and was 
seen frequently about the local tracks. 
The police think the gang has left the city. 

For the past two years a well organized 

ang of wire tappers has been giving the 

Testern Union Telegraph Company a great 
deal of trouble in the West and South. 
St. Louis, Kansas City, Chicago, Memphis, 
Nashville and New Orleans are the scenes 
of the principal operations of the gang, 
whose efforts have been generally directed 
to securing racing results.

Put His Wife, Adele Farrington, on the

THE COUNTRY’S LAWS. 


Prasident Carter’s Address Before the 
American Bar Association. 


DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 27.—The American 
Bar Association met here to-day. The prin- 
cipal event of the session was the address 
of President James C. Carter. He said in 
substance, after stating the object of the 
association, that in pursuance of the espec- 


ial duty laid upon the President of the asso- 
ciation to communicate the most noteworthy 
changes in the State and congressional 


‘statutes during the year, he had made a 
general survey of the work of nearly forty 
legislatures. Mr. Carter proceeded to re- 
view work in the several State legis- 
latures length, stating the most salient 
features of the new enactments. In com- 
menting Upon the legislation thus sum- 
marized Mr. Carter said that the associa- 
tion in promoting uniformity of legislation 
wishes that object effected by a general 
acceptance of the best forms of legislation, 
and not by bringing about merely a general 
conformity. Take the great question of 
taxation,” he said. It is amazing to think 
that enlightened States, abounding in pro- 
ductive wealth which would easily afford 
an ample revenue, if properly tapped, should 
insist on retaining an intricate system of 
taxation, even after it has proved to be 
abortive for its avowed objects. And yet 
this is what is everywhere exhibited. 

“In some communities, notably in the 
city of New York, the impossibility of a 
general and equal enforcement of the laws 
and the revolting injustice of a partial 
effort have had the effect of leading the 
executive officers to wholly abandon any 
serious attempt at rigid enforcement. 

“The condition of what are called sumptu+ 
ary laws is equally discreditable to our 
knowledge both of the science of legislation 
and the teachings of experience. The task 
of enforcing them against the passions, the 
beliefs and the interests of the multitudes, 
can be accomplished only by a despot armed 
with unlimited power. 

“I know of nothing more needed among 
us than a d ened conviction that the 
sphere of legislation, like that of other forms 
human activity, has its proper limits, 
which can never be exceeded without mis- 
chief, and a sufficient knowledge of what 
these limits are. 

“The science of legislation should embrace, 
as I perceive, two principal branches. First, 
the just limits of the province of legisla- 
tion; that Is to say, what subjects are really 
fit for legislative action as distinguished 
from those that should be left to the dis- 
position of courts, or to the discipline that 
proceeds from the moral agencies of society. 
“The other important branch is the study 
of the proper manner in which subjects 
fit for legislative action should be treated; 
that is to say, the art of framing appropri- 
ate and effective laws. The laws of the peo- 
le should of course be devised and shaped 
n accordance with their traditions and their 
character, and so far as these differ it is 
neither possible nor desirable to have entire 
uniformity in laws. But the resemblance 
mn character and traditions between the 
people of the States of the Union afe far 
8 than the differences, and this ren- 
ers uniformity in many particulars practi- 
cable. Is there no way in which a people, 
essentially one, can secure to themselvés the 
prodigious benefits that would arise from 
a uniformity in legal rule? 
“Our unwritten law is already substan- 
tially the same, and that I have always re- 
garded as an impressive reason for ab- 
staining from any attempt to reduce it into 
legal forms which would at once tend to 


done to secure this desired uniformity must 
be done by voluntary concerted action, The 
appointment made by several States during 
the last year of commissions designed to 
forward this effort affords us much encour- 
agement. 

“So far as the unwritten law is concerned, 
this uniformity will be 1 as rapid 
ly as should be desired by the operation of 
the unconscious forces of human society. 
But the positive legislative determinations 
of nations can be assimilated or reconailed 
only by conscious and concerted action. 
Much has already been accomplished in this 
direction by treaties and by those contur- 
rently adopted regulations operative upon 
these, the common domain of all nations. 
The wise furtherance of this beneficent 
work depends upon the intelligent over- 
sight and co-operation of the enlightened 
jurists of the world.”’

DESTRUCTION OF GRASSES. 


Native Plants Driven Out by Worthless 
Foreign Varieties. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Considerable 
importance from an agricultural standpoint 
attaches to a circular on experimental grass 
gardens, which has just been issued as the 
first publication of ghe agrostology division 


of the Agricultural Department. It dis- 
cusses general grass conditions in the coun- 
try and says: 

Our native grasses and clovers are being 
driven out by a foreign species and the as- 
sertien is made that enough money has 
been spent by American farmers for worth- 
less fodder plants from foreign sources to 
more than pay the expenses of the whole 
department for one year. 

The amount of money invested in the 
cattle industry is reckoned by the hundred 
million dollars, and every dollar of that 
value is absolutely dependent upon the ques- 
tion of forage. Strip broad acres of their 
grass and clovers and instead of receiving 
millions of dollars for the meat products 
sent to foreign lands, we would have to pay 
out money for them. The cattle industry 
and the wool industry are dependent upon 
the question of grass. The native Western 
grasses are being rapidly driven out to 
make way for the worthless weeds that 
civilization and scanty cultivation bring 
with them. Already the buffalo grass and 
the mesquite have disappeared from a large 
section of Kansas and Nebraska. Acres that 
were once covered with these most nutri- 
tious species are now occupied by weedy 
kinds, and their value as pasture and hay 
lands is constantly diminishing. Similar 
destruction of grasses has followed the cul- 
tivation of cotton in the South and of to- 
bacco and hoed crops generally in all sec- 
tions of the country.“ 


In Illinois Fields. 


CHICAGO, III., Aug. 27.—The Illinois 
weekly weather and crop bulletin, issued to- 
day, says: 

Early corn is in condition for cutting in 
many Yields, while late fields will be ma- 
terlally benefitted by the rains. Chinch- 
bugs are exceedingly numerous in central 
and southern counties and have added to 
the drought injury. Plowing has been re- 
tarded but will be pushed vigorously. Some 
rye has been sown and much will go in this 
week, with the ground in excellent condi- 
tion to receive it. Wheat is being held from 
fear of the Hessian fly. Pastures are brown 
and bare, but will probably revive suf- 
ficiently to give help in fall feeding. Second 
crop clover is being cut throughout northern 
counties and broom corn in central. Late 
potatoes will receive benefit from the rains; 
— millet, corn and cane fodder and buck- 
wheat. 


Kansas 


TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. 27.—The Kansas 
crop bulletin for this week says: The week 
has given good haying, threshing and plow- 
ing weather, with but few exceptions. Hot 
winds have shortened the corn crop in some 
of the Central counties. 

The warm, dry weather was favorable for 
completing harvest and for for threshing 
in the Western division, but corn and fodder 
crops are needing rain now.
